Washington, July 21.— An official of 
the quartermaster's department with 
Shutter's army will be detailed by Gen- 
eral Shatter to supervise the embarka- 
tion of the Spanish prisoners for Spain. 
According to the terms of the contract 
with the Spanish Trans-Atlantic com- 
pany this will begin by tbe 25th, when 
the company will have live ships at San- 
tiago. Absolute confidence is felt by 
Col. Hockcr, lu charge of the transpor- 
tation, in the ability of the Spanish 
steamship company to curry out its con- 
tract. We had the opportunity of per- 
sonally meeting Mr. Cebullos, who rep- 
resented the company at New York, and 
found them thoroughly alive to the needs 
of the situation. Col. Hecker feels that 
his course in awarding the contract to 
the Spanish company, while it may give 
rise to some unfavorable comment, was 
the best possible solution of the tutes- 
tion. Although the enemy's ship's will 
be allowed lo enter American ports yet 
after the prisoners are aboard, they will 
be on the ships of their mother country, 
will he .subsisted by the Spanish company 
und on the arrival at the Spanish port 
or ports will be subject to the police 
and quarantine regulations of their own 
country. It is altogether unlikely, it 
now seems, that the prisoners will be 
landed at Cadiz. Some other port will 
probably be designated by Spain. The 
question depends, it is thought, on the 
government location of the lazaretto, &s 
it is generally expected that the Span- 
rsh government will want, to keep the 
men in quarantine for a certain length 
of time to avoid any dangers which 
might arise from their having been in 
contact with localities where yellow fe- 
ver has been raging. 

Key West, duly 21.— The British 
steamer Newfoundland, with food sup- 
plies, was captured by the Mayflower on 
Tuesday off Cienfuegos, into which har- 
bor she was heading. Two blank shots 
across her bows brought her to. The 
Mayflower put u prize crew aboard and 
sent her to Charleston. The Newfound- 
land left Halifax, N.S., July !>. The 
Mayflower lias five Cubans picked up at 
various times by ships blockading the 
fleet. They had fled from Havana and 
other ports to escape starvation, as the 
condition of affairs in Cuba grow worse 
daily. 

Washington, July 21.— Secretary Al- 
ger said to-day that the troops which 
were in the engagement at Santiago 
would not be sent to Porto Rico, and 
that there is no desire to use them there. 
They will remain in Cuba until the 
yellow fever shall have been entirely 
stamped out. General Miles did not 
think it advisable to take any troops to 
Porto llico that -were likely to have 
contracted fever, tintl in this connection 
the department concurred. 

Now York, July 21.— A special des- 
patch to the Journal from Berlin says 
that Emperor William has turned 
against Spain. The despatch reports the 
Emperor as saying to a number of Brit- 
ish on the royal yacht a few days ago 
that Spain deserves to lose her empire 
because she cannot shoot straight.

Washington, July 21.— Statements hav- 
ing been published that Watson's expe/- 
dition to the shores of Spain had been 
abandoned, Secretary Long this after- 
noon authorized the denial of their 
accuracy. '"The expedition," said the 
Secretary, "has not been abandoned, but 
merely deferred until the Porto Rican 
situation 1ms been cleared up, so that 
we may know- better what ships it is 
necessary to retain in American waters. 
The only question was whether the ex- 
pedition should sail in one week or so 
hence. It will be sent to Spain later 
when the Porto Rican campaign per- 
mits." 

London, July 21.— The Daily Chronicle 
says editorially this morning: 

"As strong supporters and sincere 
well wishers of the United States, we 
suggest a reconsideration of the de- 
cision to send Commodore Watson to 
Europe. It could not materially harm 
Spain, and would only be likely to drive 
the Spaniards into un impervious obstin- 
acy of endurance, and u determination 
to sutler to all lengths. That is the na- 
tional character. It was that which 
baffled Napoleon, who had land forces 
sufficient to overrun tbe whole coutitry, 
while at every point an American fleet 
could touch here there would be danger 
of European complications. * 

Taris, July 21.— The Figaro to-day 
says: 

"It is time the Powers took extreme 
measures to prevent Commodore Wat- 
son's despatch to Europe and to end 
the war. Italy, Austria, and especially 
France have the greatest interest in 
reminding the United States that they 
cannot allow Americans to acquire a 
footing in Europe. Friendly representa- 
tions by the powers to Washington will, 
it is to be hoped, enable the United 
States to perceive the dangerous course 
upon which it is embarking."

HAS NOTHING TO REGRET. 



Germany Disclaims All Knowledge of 
Unfriendly Action Toward America 
By Admiral Von Diedrichs. 

Berlin, July 21.— Tho semi-official 
North German Gazette this afternoon 
referring to the statements that Ger- 
many has assured Secretary Day that 
the action attributed to Admiral von 
Diedrichs is unauthorized, that the Ger- 
man governor repudiated responsibility 
it, mid the Admiral would be called, 
to account, says: 

We are not aware that the govern- 
ment has any reason to make any such 
explanation. So far nothing is known 
here of nny unfriendly action upon the 
part of Admiral von Diedrichs toward 
the United States; neither is anything 
known of any complaint having been 
made by the Americans. The German 
government, therefore, has never been 
placed in a position to explain any- 
thing." 



New York, July 21. — A despatch to the 
Evening Journal from Cavite, July 17, 
says: With Admiral Dewey's consent I 
sent expert (livers down to make a care- 
ful examination ot the hulls and inter- 
iors o£ the .Spanish warships sunk by 
the American squadron in Manila har- 
bor on May 1. They report the cruiser 
lteiua Cristina seems to have met tbe 
most complete destruction. They course- 
of the Olympia's eight-inch shell was- 
clearly traced, the line of ruin extending: 
from stern to waist. All the woodwork 
is totally destroyed. There are very 
few large holes through the hull, the prin-, 
cipal ones being from a six-inch shell 
amidships, and some four-inch shells. 
Charred human remains were seen in 
several places. A large heap of remains 
near where the ladder stood shows the 
rush to escape made by the engineer's 
force. All were lost, as the hatches to 
the engine and lire rooms were closed. 

The cruiser Castillin was less burned, 
but terribly wrecked. There are plain 
traces where six big shells tore immense 
holes in the hull. When the lire started 
the weight of the guns caved her hull in- 
wards. The warship is now a mass of 
twisted and charred beams, a bad wreck, 
resembling the Maine in appearance. 
Many bodies left on board are badly 
burned. The shots doing the most dam- 
age tore over the after berth deck 
through the port bow. The number; of 
deaths was not so largo as on the Iteinn 
Cristina. 

The Don Antonio d'Ulloa did not burn., 
A number of dead bodies huddled togeth- 
er near the- ladder leading to the super- 
structure shows that the men were killed, 
by a shell as they were attempting to- 
lift the treasure chest to the superstruc- 
ture and save it. A six-inch shell went 
through the cabin and wrecked every- 
thing in it. One man was killed in the- 
cabin. It is impossible now to distin- 
guish the rank of the dead men. The 
divers who went down to the ships were 
Oscar Ericsson and Frank Frcshan, two 
of tire best in the navy. This is the first 
time that divers have ever inspected! 
warships which have been sunk in action. 

An Associated Press despatch from 
Manila of the same date as the foregoing 
announces that Rear-Admiral Dewey 
may decide to capture Manila before 
General Merritt arrives there. In -view 
of the possibility of an early peace and! 
the news from Cuba, the insurgents are- 
renewing their activity. There has been, 
a vigorous attack and a slight bombard- 
ment on the outskirts of the city, to- 
which the Spaniards replied with' extra. 
vigilnnt shelling. The Spaniards do not 
believe the reinforcements promised wilr 
ever reach them. They despair of suc- 
cess. They condemn the policy, which, 
is utterly defenceless, and therefore be- 
lieve it would be better to surrender, but 
are afraid of public censure. They will 
probably be compelled to surrender soon, 
as food 'is dangerously scarce. They may 
pretend to fight the Americans for tho 
sake of appearances, but the result will 
not be long In doubt if Admiral Dewey 
resoh-es to capture Manila with the 
forces at his disposal. 

Washington, July 21.— Secretary Bong 
announced at 1 o'clock that he had re- 
ceived a despatch from Admiral Dewey 
noting the arrival 1 of another detachment 
of troops at Manila, consisting of Uie 
second expedition from San Francisco.

Washington, July 21.—<Seneral Miles, 
leading the military expedition against 
Porto Rica, started at :J o'clock to-day 
from Siboney for the point on th-e island 
of Porto Itico, where it is the intention 
that the -troops shall hind. It is ex- 
pected that General Miles -will wait at 
some appointed spot on the route for 
the expedition from Tampa, Newport, 
News and New York .to fall iuto his col- 
umn. These expeditious are all uudur 
way, some of them with two or three 
days' start of General Miles, so that the 
delay should not be very great. 

The eouvoyiug vessels are the battle- 
ships Massachusetts, the protected 
cruiser Cincinnati, the gunboat Indian- 
apolis ami four vessels of .the auxiliary 
navy, .the Gloucester, the Wasp, the 
Dixie and the Leyden. Secretary AJser 
believes that General Miles on the Tale 
will arrive at his destination Sunday 
morning with three thousand men under 
his command. A day later will come 
four thousand men with .transports mid 
the following day .three .thousand five 
hundred more. Whether the landing will 
be deferred until the arrival of this 
entire force or whether General Miles 
will take the initiative and hoist the 
Mag himself on Porto Itico soil is left 
to the discretion of thut .ollicer.

I very much regret the grossly exagger- 
ated reports which last month gained foot- 
ing with regard to tin' number of cases of 
this disease either that bad been or were 
then in the city, or were la quarantine. 
Many— 1 may say alt— rumors circulating 
about our own street corners, and more es- 
pecially hi neighboring cities, wore either 
wonderfully exaggerated or absolutely false 
and this, too. at a time when such rumors 
were particularly calculated to Injure the 
city. Prompt und decided action was 
taken in every case, and there was no 
ground for anxiety. In New Westminster 
the health officials advised that city to pro- 
vide free vaccination for Its citizens, ns 
smallpox was prevalent In Vancouver. In 
Victoria these rumors assumed most alarm- 
ing proportions, and would have greatly 
threatened Hie success of oar celebration 
mid the general Interests of the city, had 
It not: probably been for the timely and 
forcible denial sent by your board io the 
Columns of the Colonist. In one day (June 
2!)th) I received two telegrams from the 
chairman and one from the secretary of 
the provincial board, enquiring anxiously 
about the "epidemic." 1 had n letter 
from the Victoria medical health officer 
brought me by Sanitary Inspector Chip- 
chase. in every case I did my host to 
deny or correct, the false rumors.

Seattle, Wash., July 21.— (Special.)— 
The steamer AIki arrived in port late 
this evening with 140 passengers, most 
of whom were from Copper river, and 
V ho boarded the boat at Skagway. The 
Copper rivca- people claim that when they 
were coming to Juneau in the Woleott 
a small steamer was seen in Prince Wil- 
liam Sound acting very suspiciously. 
They took her to be the Spanish priva- 
teer that has been causing some excite- 
ment in marine circles. She kept away 
t'rt-m tlieui and appeared to be very fast. 
They say that they believe the priva- 
teer, if such she was, has missed the 
returning gold fleet on account of the 
heavy weateher in Behrh-.g sea and and 
the North Pacific.

'Xrayel was dangerous und many nur- 
JiAV escapes are reported. Several huu- 
drcd men and women are flUW at Valdez 
waiting for a steaujor to run them home; 
many are poverty stricken. 

Some fear is expressed that several of 
the parties now iu the interior will delay 
too long and be unable to cross the gla- 
cier, in a month it will be impassable 
even by large parties with the assistance 
of ropes. 

Louis Garber shot and fatally wounded 
his partner in their camp on the Klutma 
river on July 1. lie was showing him 
how he would like to treat the Sapnish 
when the gun went off. A negro from 
Florida was drowned in Amy rapids, lie 
tell in while drunk. 

The returned mines say the Copper 
river country is a very poor place to go 
to, as they can hardly raise a color, and 
if the people that are in there don't get 
out soou they will have to stay there- 
until next summer as the snow and ice 
are so rotten and dangerous that crossing 
is not to be thought of. 

Frank Reid who shot and killed 
"Soapy" Smith is said to be about dead 
on account of blood poisoning having set 
in. The wound is in he thigh and it is 
said he cannot recover. If Reid had died 
before the steamer Tartar left there 
no doubt but that there would have been 
a number of hangings. Two men named 
Riley and Bowers of the "Soapy" Smith 
gang narrowly escaped being lynched 
by the citizens of Skagway. The gang 
lor the present is completely broken, und 
it is hoped to keep them down. 

The town of Skagway is still under 
martial law and the saloons still closed.

Ten men are at present working on 
the Tamarae mine. On account of 'sur- 
face water work was shut down on this 
properly early in the spring. The Tam- 
arae is considered to rank with the best 
properties aroumPYmir, and it is thought 
this mine will he a shipper before a great 
while. 

There are at present about thirty men 
employed ot the Porto Ilico mine repair- 
ing tlie road and clearing the site for th 
ten stamp mill which will lie placed 
at an early date. Sufficient tire is in 
sight to keep the mill busy for a long 
time. The number of men employed 
after the mill is erected will probably 
be 00 or 75. Work on the 2,500 foot 
aerial tramway will commence probably 
the latter part of this week or the first 
of next. The contract for the building 
of the tramway has already been let. 

The Duncan Alines Co., Ltd., will do 
considerable development work during 
the summer on the Little George, situ- 
ate on Wild Horse creek. This same 
company own the Wren mine, from 
which quite a large sample shipment of 
ore was mnde to London recently. The 
.Wren has had several hundred feet of 
development work done on it, and the 
company is well pleased at the way the 
property is showing up at the present. 
The Duncan syndicate also own some 
valuable property in the Slocan coun- 
try. 

Richard Diamond reports (lie sale of 
a half interest in the Midnight to Van- 
couver parlies. This claim is situate 
on Round mountain close to the Flossie 
P., and was located by Mr. Diamond 
in January last. The price was not 
stated to us. We are informed that the

But Rossland holds tlie 
lead easily among tin- mining camps in 
the Northwest and looks as though it 
would continue to hold it and oven in- 
crease it. Its output for 1808 bids fair 
to overshadow its record for 1807. And 
after all is said and done the wealth 
of a mining community is measured by 
the wealth it takes out of the ground not 
the money the community induces other 
people to put into it. 

Latest reports are to the effect that 
it New York syndicate are negotiating 
for the purchase of the Le Roi on a 
$5,000,000 basis. The British America 
Corporation holds, according to Mr. 
Mackintosh, 280,000 shares in tlie 500,- 
000 shares at which the company is 
capitalized, so that the new deal will 
result very favorably to the I!. A. 0. 
There appears to be no doubt but that 
the factions so recently warring will now 
work together to put through tlie new 
deal.

The Surprise mine 011 Texudu island is 
about to be examined, with a view to 
purchase, by the representative of a 
strong American company. 

Recent strikes reported on Seymour 
creek have sent a considerable number 
of prospectors from Vancouver t<> ex- 
plore the surrounding country. Geo- 
logical experts who have examined this 
section say that there is every reason to 
expect good mineral deposits in the 
mountains across the inlet. 

A pay streak three inches wide, run- 
ning 1,000 ounces silver is reported to 
have been struck in the Taniuroc mine, 
in the Slocan district. 

At I lie Noble Five mine, near Snndoll, 
over 4,000 feet of air pipe has been laid. 
Two carloads of machinery for the same 
properly is now being taken up to the 
mine. 

The Payne mine, the largest shipper 
in the Slocnn, has taken on its old force 
of men and may from now on be Count; 
ed upon to furnish a big increase to the 
present ore shipments from this section.

To many intelligent people Cuba even 
in these days is a sort of "terra incog- 
nita," and it has seemed to me that a 
few facts might be of interest. Space, 
of course, forbids even a resume of itt) 
earlier history. Its real development in 
commerce, production and settlement 
dates from 17U12, the time when Albc 
marie, with an English fleet of over 200 
vessels and some 12,000 men, reinforced 
by an American contingent of 2,300 un 
tier Gen. Israel Putnam, captured Hav- 
ana. This gave an extensive knowledge 
of Cuba to the English people and the 
American colonies, and as a result, com- 
merce witli the island was enormously 
stimulated and great investments of cap- 
ital followed in tlie island. Millions of 
English capital were invested in the two 
or three decades following the capture of 
Havana, and it is safe to say that but 
for the indescribable misgovernment of 
tlie island by Spain in our day Cuba 
would have been one of the most prosper- 
ous and productive- portions of the globe. 

For instance, in tb,e province of San- 
tiago there are vast deposits of bitu- 
minous coal, manganese, iron and cop- 
per, In these industries millions of for- 
eign capital were invested, and for a 
brief time there were profitable returns. 
But "the blight of Spanish rule" has 
driven out long ago tlie last of tlie for- 
eign corporations, and scarce a vestige 
of these industries remain. Cuba, un- 
der good government and normal con- 
ditions, could produce easily annually 
from $35,000,000 to .*(10,l)00,n()0 worth of 
tobacco; at least .$25,000,000 of fruits 
hides, wools, iron ore and honey 
ether products, including, sugar, 
be at least $25,000,000 more 
now about 14,000,000 squares acres of 
primeval forest, exceedingly rich in 
precious woods, including mahogany, 
ebony, sacicti, cedar and grandilla, 
villi many other varieties,, valuable for 
fine cabinet work, shipbuilding, etc., but 
absolutely unutilized. For lack of trans- 
portation to tlie seaboard these forests 
are slill free from the woodman's axe, 
and the inexhaustible soil out of which 
they grow might as well be at the bottom 
ot the sea. 

Not over bUO-eigth of tin; island is 
under cultivation. Tin- staph- exports 
of Cuba have been heretofore tobacco 
and sugar, and yet there is no reason why 
the fruit and coffee [..outlets should not 
rival tobacco and sugar without in tin- 
least affecting the two latter. Cuba could 
easily rival Porto Rico in the coffee in- 
dustry, producing u better berry. It is 
doubtful there is a spot on earth where 
certain tropical fruits could be produced 
in the abundance and perfection they are 
111 Cuba, where frost is unknown. Spec- 
ially would this be true of oranges, lem- 
ons', pineapples and bananas. Heady 
markets would be found lor all these 
fruits in the seaboard cities of the north 
Atlantic. The soil of Culm is of a deep 
red color and of ulniost infinite fertility. 
Tlie sugar-cane bears in a year from the 
planting of the shoots, and will yield len- 
to twelve consecutive harvests without 
replanting. It is possible to produce 
three crops of Indian corn in a year from 
the same field. 

There is much misconception concern- 
ing the climate and health conditions 
of tie island. With proper sanitary 
measures, measures which arc now 
adopted by most civilized lands, Cuba 
might be the health paradise of the 
world. Its natural conditions are many 
of them favorable to health and com- 
fort beyond compare. Constantly swept 
by ocean breezes which are rarely, very 
rarely, violent, the air contains large 
quantities of ozone and sodium, most 
conducive to health and vigor. Tlie 
temperature is remarkably equable, and 
sudden changes are almost unknown; 
the temperature also is not excessive. 
Tlie mean average is 77 to SO degrees; 
the total range 58 to about 90 or 02. In 
July and August the average is S2; De- 
cember and January 72. Wretched sani- 
tation, filth and the utter neglect of hy- 
gienic measures have indeed made Cu- 
ba 11 dreaded graveyard, but under a 
good government, enforced drainage and 
enforced ordinary sanitary provisions, 
would make this smitten island the 
health resort of the world. Even the 
germs or dreaded yellow fever could be 
effectually and permanently stamped 
out. 1 have no more fear for the sol- 
diers of the American army in a sum- 
mer campaign under the intelligent direc- 
tions of their careful officers than I 
would have if the campaign were in some 
of the southern States, not half us much 
as 1 would have if their campaign, w 
to be in the Soudan tit any season of the 
year. 

A word as to the population of Cubit. 
There seems to be considerable misap- 
prehension on the part of the general 
public concerning tlie inhabitants ol 
Cuba. No doubt the awful devastation 
ot the persistent rebellion through the 
savage methods ot so-called warfare 
carried on bv the Spaniards has changed 
matters a good deal; so much so thai 
piobablv the last official census must be 
reduced at least 300,000 souls. Not less 
than that number have perished by 
Spanish butchery and starvation through 
1 he policy id' YVeylcr. The official census 
of 1SS7 'gives the following figures: lo- 
tal population in round numbers, 1,000,- 
000 classified as follows: Black and mu- 
laltoes horn in Cuba, 500,000; natives 
of Spain and Hie Canary islands and 
adjacent islands, 1K0.000; white native 
Cubans, 020,000. In no province do the 
blacks and inulattoes outnumber tlie 
whites. Many seem to think that blacks 
and inulattoes make up a majority por- 
tion of all Cuba, but. Ibis is not at all the 
ease. 

While the system of education, or 
rather want of any real system, has 
left a large per cent, of nil the- inhabit- 
ants in comparative ignorance, the native 
whites are naturally intelligent and 
oinek to learn. Remove the corrupt, 
brutal and short-sighted rule of the Span- 
iard and put this "gem of the ocean 
under the government of such a nation 
as Great Britain or the United States, 
or its own more intelligent men, estab- 
lish good schools, change the system of 
taxation from that of common robbery 
which has so long prevailed to one Of 
equality and reason, encourage internal 
industries and development, protect fore- 
ign investment from being indirectly 
looted, make commerce like that of civil- 
ized and progressive nations— do this 
and in it quarter of a century at th 
most, this magnificent ami almost nih- 
nltely productive island would he not 
only "the gem of the Antilles, but the 
gem of nil the oceans

The following is from mo Post-Intelli- 
gtneer's uccouut of the arrival of thu 
ltoanoko from St. Miehtie-l's; 

The future development of the Klon- 
dike bids fair to receive a serious check 
from the methods employed by author- 
ized agents of the Canadian government, 
stationed in Dawson. Talk with passen- 
gers of the Roanoke has developed the 
fact that great bitterness is felt among 
miners against; alleged impositions of 
Oi.nadian officers and it is known that 
Oapt. Constantino, who lias been at the 
hpild of the police in the Northwest Tor 
ritory for some years, is now coming out 
to protest to his government against o i Li - 
Clal practices now in vogue in the inter- 
ior, lie lias been heard to make some 
very strong statements in regard to these 
practices and lias even gone so far as to 
declare that he is ''sick of jobs and job- 
bers," and will not retain to the territory 
unless a radical change is instituted. 

Complaint seems to be chiefly directed 
against Crown Attorney Wade, who went 
in lust February and is the practical head 
Of civil affairs in the territory. It is said 
that Gold Commissioner Fawcett, who is 
delegated with authority second only to 
that held by Major Walsh, governor of 
the Northwest Territory, is entirely sub 
servient to Wade and winks at. the hit 
ter's plans, even if he does not abet them. 
The chief cause for feeling against Wild 
lies in a contract issued by him as land 
commissioner last March to Alexander 
McDonald, giving the hitter the exclusive 
right to use the wate, iront of Dawson 
for a consideration of $30,000, The deal 
was sanctioned by Fawcett and was re- 
garded by Walsh as a clever stroke of 
business. The vigorous protest of lam 
owners in Dawson was of no avail. Con- 
trary to the intention when the town 
site was platted by Joseph Ladue, the 
water front, known as First avenue 
•was rented by McDonald for $8 to $11 
per month a front foot to a number of 
small real estate and second-hand d 
ers. These erected offices and stores 
the water's edge, instead of on Second 
avenue, where they would otherwise 
have been forced to locate, and thus al- 
most destroyed the value of business 
property on that street. McDonald lias 
also secured the privilege of cutting all 
timber on both banks of the Yukon for 
thirty miles above Dawson. This gives' 
a monopoly of the fuel supply of the 
camp, as well as the timber for building 
purposes. The right is considered to be 
worth millions of dollars. 

Not only is the royalty responsible for 
setting back the opening up of claims, but 
ei en prospecting is discouraged by job 
bery in the gold commissioner's office. 
Many instances are cited where miner 
set king to record locations in newly d is 
covered districts have been told by th 
clerks in the commissioner's office that 
the entire district, or a great: portion of 
it, was held for certaid individuals. Good 
•properties are held for speculators and it 
is freely said that they work in com- 
bination with the officials. 

Judge Met! aire, of the civil and critn 
inal courts in the Yukon district, hai 
announced his intention of leaving tin 
'territory and is undoubtedly now on his 
way out. Gold Commissioner Fawcett 
will probably follow in the fall. They 
have no intention of returning. It is 
said that their reasons for leaving 
that country are their dislike for the 
manner in which the affairs are being 
conducted. 

Taking this in connection with the 
statements, which have appeared in the 
Canadian press, and to which the Colon- 
ist has already directed attention, there 
is abundant reason to demand a search- 
ing inquiry into the administration of the 
Yukon. We do not mean a parliamen- 
tary inquiry, for theie is no time to be 
lost in waiting for that, but a ministerial 
inquiry, that shall he held openly on the 
ground, where the parties who have 
grievances to present can do so and evi- 
• donee can be taken. No difficulty exists 
ill the way of such an inquiry. A com- 
missioner can reach Dawson in ten days 
from Victoria, and travel in comfort, lie 
'can come back in the same length of 
time. In thirty days, or six weeks at 
the outside, the whole matter could be 
probed to the bottom. 

Tlie Colonist does not desire to employ 
strong language in this connection. It 
is willing to accord to the Dominion gov- 
ernment the same fair play, which it. 
claims should be extended to the local 
government, but it insists as strongly us 
it knows how, that these repeated Yu- 
Ikfln scandals are bringing the fair name 
•of Canada into contempt, and that un- 
less official action is taken immediately 
to set them at rest, or to correct the 
.abuses which may exist, the name of 
Klondike will stink in the nostrils of the 
; people. 

Another matter needs investigation, 
'namely the operation of the mining regu- 
lations. Great complaints are made, and 
it is said that if the discoveries in Al- 
aska bear out their present promise, there 
will he a stampede from the Klondike to 
the Alaskan side of the 141st meridian. 
'The regulations have now been in opera- 
tion for a season and the manner in 
which they are likely to affect the inin- 
•ing interest can be judged with some- 
thing like an approach to accuracy. The 
excuse for the royalty was that the min- 
ers would be given the benefit of good 
government. If they are to be disap- 
pointed in the latter, the result will be 
■disastrous. 



clients do,' and the broker must think of 
the probable attitude of bis. clients to- 
wards a loan, When lie is asked to handle 
it. If he knows that his clients have 
heard vague reports affecting the trust- 
worthiness of the public men of a coun- 
try, he knows that it will he hard for 
him to place the securities of that coun- 
try. While there is plenty of money in 
Great Britain for investment, there are 
plenty of opportunities for investing it, 
and investors will not take securities 
around the managers of which there is a 
cloud of scandal. They will not; take the 
trouble to investigate. They simply will 
not touch them at: all. 

In view of these things, we repeat what 
we have said on several former occasions, 
that the papers, which malign the pub- 
lic men of the province, are the worst 
enemies, which British Columbia can 
have. If public: men are dishonest, they 
should be. exposed and be driven from 
power. There ought to be no place in 
British. Columbia public lift; lor a man 
who is disloyal to his trust. He should 
he driven out without mercy. 

The Colonist has over anil over again 
called upon the opposition press and the 
opposition members of the legislature to 
specify a single particular, in which 
they believed a charge of corruption or 
dishonesty could be sustained against, 
the government or any members thereof. 
We tool; this course, because we were 
confident that: nothing of the kind could 
be forthcoming, there being not. the 
slightest ground for the base insinu- 
ations that have been made, and we were 
in hope that public opinion would com- 
pel silence on the part of the slanderers. 
In this we have been disappointed. The 
impossibility of the government proving 
the negative of a bald charge of dishon- 
esty, the uselcssncss of taking legal pro- 
ceedings when only assertions were made 
left the ministers absolutely powerless 
They were obliged to bear the gross 
allegations made against them, without 
anything more than giving a general 
challenge to their traducers to produce 
their proofs. If the injury were only to 
themselves, it would be a small matter. 
They are quite able to take care of 
their own reputations. Personally they 
stand on too high a plane to have any 
reason to fear the effect of insinuation 
against their honesty. But the real harm 
done by these slanders is to the province, 
They injure not only the provincial 
credit, but are calculated to prejudice 
the standing of all British Columbian in- 
vestments. There are no greater euo- 
mies of the province than these base 
slanderers. 



THE LAND QUESTION. 



IflNJOMIES OF THE PROVINCE, 

A private letter from a financial house 
in London, written some rime before the 
election, says that the repeated slanders 
against the public men of this province 
is affecting the price of British Columbia 
stock. Wo do not know of anything 
more to be deplored than this. The in- 
tegrity of members of a government can- 
not be assailed without the country suf- 
fering. It if not that those slanders are 
b'elle'yed by the financial world. Doubtless 
(he men, who handle public loans in the 
London market, know enough about 
parly politics in America not to be mis 



We print a letter this morning from a 
correspondent who signs himself "Terra 
Firma," not: because 1 ho Colonist en- 
dorses all the ideas therein expressed, 
but because having invited discussion, 
it would be unfair to refuse publication 
to opinions courteously advanced. The 
question principally dealt with by our 
correspondent, namely, that of unimprov- 
ed land, is among the most difficult of 
all economic subjects. It ought not to 
he forgotten that while the rich have no 
greater rights than the poor, they have 
at least equal rights with them, and that 
it is just as wrong to pursue a policy 
which means confiscation of the rich 
man's estate, as one that takes away 
the poor man's garden patch. 

There are some things which our- cor- 
respondent and others like him over- 
look. One of them is that most of the 
large tracts of land held by private indi- 
viduals in this country, that, is in Cana- 
da, were obtained for valuable consider- 
ations. Take the E. & N. grant, for 
example: This is undoubtedly very valu- 
able. Undoubtedly if it were lying va- 
unt and available to any settler for 
a nominal price, much of it would be 
taken up that is now unsettled, because 
it is adjacent to the railway or within 
easy reach of it. But it must, not be 
forgotten that without the railway uo 
one would want the land, and that it 
was necessary to give the land to secure 
the railway. Along the line there is 
some very line land included in an In- 
dian reserve. The Indians do not use it, 
yet if a proposal were made to open it 
to the public a great protest would go 
up. Surely a white man ( who puts his 
money into a railway on Vancouver Is- 
land, whereby all the adjacent land is 
made more valuable, has at least equal 
right to consideration with an Indian, 
who certainly does not do much towards 
improving the condition of the country. 
It is a mistake to class railway land 
subsidies as speculative holdings. The 
hitter are objectionable and should he 
discouraged as much as possible. Yet 
it would not be wise to discountenance 
speculative investments in land entirely. 
Experience shows that it cannot be done 
anyway. 

Many of the holdings near the cities, 
which unquestionably are an obstacle to 
suburban improvement, could not. be in- 
terfered with except, at the expense of 
justice. Take a sample case: Frederic- 
ton, N.B., is one. Here the early settlers 
in 17S;i divided up what is now the city, 
the lucky ones getting the river-front lots 
and the less fortunate those in the rear. 
A demand sprang up for the river-front- 
age and the lots sold quickly for what 
were then thought to bo good prices, but 
were really small. The writer remem- 
bers hearing a lady say that her wedding 
dress was paid for by selling a town-lot, 
and that "it wasn't much of a dress, 
either."' Well, the town grew, and in the 
course of time the owners of the back 
lots, which were unsaleable at the start, 
begun to be able to lease their lots in- 
stead of selling them, and in two gener- 
ations from the time when they were the 
unfortunates, who could not get river- 
frontngc property, they became the sub- 
urban landlords, who retarded the de- 
velopment of the city by either refusing 
1o sell their land at all or asking ex- 
orbitant prices for \*„ Would it be just, 
to pile taxes upon these people, to com- 
pel them lo soil? They, or their fathers 



their profit. Ought it to be taken away 
from them 7 We have selected an illus- 
tration from a distance, but the principle 
applying to this case applies to others 
nearer home. 

There are two sides to all these ques- 
tions, and it not ought to be forgotten 
Hint valuable as are the small land 
holder and the working man to the com- 
munity, the man of wealth has a useful 
part to play in the commonwealth, aud in 
(lie great: majority of eases he is playing 
it conscientiously, if not always as suc- 
cessfully as he himself, as well as oth- 
ers, might desire. 



ONTARIO POLITICS. 

There is something very much like a 
political sensation in Ontario. Premier 
Hardy has called the legislature togeth- 
er, for tin; avowed purpose of legalizing 
certain things in connection with the re- 
cent, election, and also in order that there 
may be a session of the house with all 
the constituencies represented. So many 
protests have been tiu-u that if the ses- 
sion is put oil 7 until the regular lime a 
very large percentage of the seats will 
he vacated by the action of the courts. 
Under these circumstances Premier 
Hardy has taken the somewhat remark- 
able step of calling the house together 
within a few months after the last .pro- 
rogation. The chief question Involv- 
ed in the proposed legislation is the right 
.if constables to vote. The law says that 
no person, who receives any money for 
services rendered in connection with the 
election shall vote, excepting the deputy 
returning officers and their clerks. It is 
alleged 'that the custom in Ontario has 
been to permit constables attending at 
the >poll booths to vole; hut this year, 
when some of the majorities are very 
narrow, every vote counts. In the whole 
of Ontario there were 3,153 constables to 
whom the prohibition applies, and as in 
some constituencies there are as many 
as seventy, it is quite probable that the 
vote of these paid employees of the 
government may, in some instances, have 
led to the ele< tion of the government nom- 
inees. 

Premier Hardy's proposition looks in 
an outsider very much like a high-handed 
act, There does not seem to be any vir- 
tue in laws, which can he set aside by 
ex post facto legislation. If members 
illegally elected can sit in the legislatu.-e 
and pass a law declaring themselves to 
be legally elected, the end of popular 
government seems to have beta reached. 
There does not seem to bo any 
necessity for holding the elections at all 
if things like this can be done. The wis- 
dom of the provision prohibiting persons 
receiving money in connection with the 
election from voting does not enter 
into the question. It is the law, and be- 
ing the law it. should be respected. As 
the matter will be fully thrashed out 
when the legislature meets, further ref- 
erence at this time is needless, but it may 
be discussed with advantage when the 
merits of the ease have been brought out 
on both sides in the house.

Features of the Contest as Viewed by 
the "Colonial Goldliclds Gazette" 



The proposal of the United States to 
sendi an expedition against Spain natur- 
ally excites a great deal of interest in 
Europe.

The British Columbian parliamentary 
elections are about to take place, anil 
the various candidates are busily en- 
gaged in the inevitable task of canvass- 
ing and speech-ma king. Speculation is 
rife throughout the province as to the 
chances of the Hon. J. H. Turner, the 
Premier and finance minister, being re- 
turned with a working majority. In 
some well-informed quarters the oponion 
has been expressed that Mr. Turner 
would find himself in a minority in the 
new parliament. Hostile critics assert 
that in the past Mr. Turner's sympa- 
thies have been too much with the Island 
constituencies, and too little with those 
of the Mainland — that he exercised his 
influence too much on behalf of Vic- 
toria and neglected the interests of the 
mining community in the Kootennys. 
Certainly when the Klondike "boom" 
was at its height Mr. 'Turner and his 
colleagues displayed a good deal of en- 
ergy in their efforts to secure for the 
coastal towns the fullest possible benefit 
of the rush to the golden North, and no 
one can deny that these efforts resulted 
in a large volume of trade being ob- 
tained for Vancouver and Victoria, 
which otherwise would have gone to 
Seattle and other United States ports. 
More recently still the Turner govern- 
ment, has successfully grappled with the 
Yukon railway problem after it) had 
been abandoned by the Dominion gov- 
ernment, and in various other ways the 
British Columbian Premier has left no 
stone unturned in bis efforts to open up 
communication witli the Yukon country. 

Short-sighted critics have not been 
slow to discover in these efforts a mis- 
guided partiality for an ephemeral 
"boom" which, in their opinion, would 
do more harm than good to the mining 
industry of the province itself. For our 
part we have always contended that the 
Klondike discoveries, of whatever val- 
ue, they might ultimately prove to be, 
would have the effect of drawing atten- 
tion to the mineral wealth of British 
Columbia, and we are still of opinion 
that the rich finds in the creeks and 
gulches of the Yukon country have serv- 
ed the useful purpose of advertising the 
mineral resources of Southern British 
Columbia, Mr. Turner, it seems to us, 
foresaw and took advantage of the pos- 
sibilities of the Klondike rush, and al- 
though Victoria and Vancouver did un- 
doubtedly receive the immediate benefit 
of the exodus from those ports, there 
can be no disputing the fact that the 
mining districts of British Columbia 
will untimately benefit in a more per- 
manent way from the prescience display- 
ed by Mr. Turner and his colleagues dur- 
ing the time of the Yukon gold fever. 
Reviewing Mr. Turner's policy as a 
whole, we can find no justification for 
the assertion that be has been sacrificing 
the interests of the mining districts to 
those of the coastal towns. On the 
contrary, Mr. Turner in the face of 
bitter opposition, has secured the expen- 
diture of large sums of money in provid- 
ing the mining districts with railroads, 
trails, and witli local facilities for the 
transaction of public business. The re- 
markable development, of the mining in- 
dustry demanded a bold and vigorous 
policy of public works on the part of th 
government, and Mr. Turner appears t 
have promptly proved himself equal to 
the situation. The railway policy adopt 
ed by the government involves the bor- 
rowing of (hi! sum of live million dollars, 
which sum will be expended in the 
speedy construction of railways to dis- 
tricts that stand most in need of trans- 
portation facilities. 

We suppose Unit English investors 
take but a languid interest in the British 
Columbian elections, and care very -little 
in whose hands the government of the 
country is placed. The matter, how- 
ever, is really of vital- importance to 
the mining industry, for there can be no 
maiiner of doubt that, the next four 
years— the period for which tin; British 
Columbian parliament is elected— will 
witness an extraordinary growth of the 
mining industry and the consequent 
framing of a good deal of mining legis- 
lation. The pCrlod between now and 
June, 1Q02, will decide the future of 
British Columbia as a gold mining prov- 
ince; and it is therefore essential that 
the men who are charged with the tusk 
of directing the destinies of the province 
should be thoroughly qualified for the 
important duties which they will be call- 
ed up on to undertake. We hold no brief 
for Mr. Turner, but it seRns to us that 
he is fitted by his experience and his 
qualifications to assume the Premiership 
at a critical juncture better than any 
other man in the provincial legislature. 
His career as a British Columbian public-

The- lug Gardner pump that is being 
installed nt the city pumping station on 
Yates street will be ready for use in au- 
thor week and will replace the small 
pump that is now being worked its hard- 
est to keep up the supply on the high 
levels. The new pump has a capacity 
of 000 gallons a minute which means 
a millions and a quarter gallons n day, 
almost equal indeed to a day's supply 
for the city. This pump will tor the 
present supply the district on the high 
levels between North Pandora and North 
Beleber street nnd from Sir Henry 
Crease's residence to Rockland avenue 
on the oust, but the intention is to in- 
crease this area considerably toward 
Spring Ridge. When it is understood 
that the now pump with its eight-inch 
stroke has a capacity four times that of 
the old pump now in use and that at a 
less expense for fuel, the advantage of 
the change is very evident. The whole 
of the pumping plant is being arranged 
in more convenient shape and the small 
plant will be placed alongside the new 
one for use in case of necessity. Besides 
supplying the upper levels the new pump 
will be utilized during fires to force- 
water into the lower level pipes so that 
the pressure required by the tire depart- 
ment inn j- be constant, though if will 
not of course add to the existing pres- 
sure. On the whole the pumping station 
will present a. far more satisf 
state of things when the improvements- 
arc finished, and in this connection it 
may be noted that the new corporation 
stables alongside are very creditable 
looking and far more in keeping with 
what a corporation department should 
be than the old tumble-down wooden 
buildings that yet lumber the Yates 
street front of the property. 

On the City hall bulletin board yes- 
terday a notice was put up to the effect 
that Aid. Humphrey intended to ask 
leave at the next meeting of the coun- 
cil to introduce a by-law to amend the 
Water Regulations by-law. Asked as 
to the proposed amendments, Aid. Hum- 
phrey stated that they would in prin- 
ciple be somewhat similar to the changes 
which were recommended in the report 
which the council threw out a couple 
of weeks ago. The idea is to bring 
about some readjustments in the water 
rates, that will spread them more evenly 
over the city. What these rates will 
be is not yet decided. One of the clauses 
in the rejected report seems to have the- 
approval of quite a number- — if not all 
of the council, and that is that water 
rates should be payable at the City hall 
instead of the collector going about from 
house to house as at present, Aid. 
Kinsman yesterday said that this pro- 
vision would have his cordial support, 
though lie did not favor any change in 
the water rates if they were to he simi- 
lar to those in the former report. Sev- 
eral other aldermen seemed to think that 
collecting the rates at the City hall 
would be more satisfactory than the pre- 
sent system. However, the proposed by- 
law is not drawn up yet and until it, is 
it cannot be criticized.

The hrst news of the Edmonton party 
who started hist August for the Klon- 
dike was brought down yesterday from 
Dawson by Louis Couture, who was a 
.passenger from St. Michael's on the 
Koanoke. Mr. Couture, who is himself 
an Edmonton man, went in by the Coast 
route last year, taking with him the Can- 
adian mail. There were four other Ed- 
monton men in his party then, Pete 
Pievost, Boidelaijc, Boulais and Hobert 
Herbert. About the same time in Aug- 
ust Kred Robertson, sou of Sheriff Rob- 
ertson of Edmonton; Mr. Matthewsou, 
formerly fishery inspector in the North- 
west; Matthewson's son and another 
man started out for that place intending 
to make the overland trip to the Yu- 
kon. Whereas Mr. Couture and his com- 
panions reached Dawson last fall and 
put in the winter there, the Robertson 
plirty were no less than ten months on 
the road and got into Dawson only on 
■Time IS, just n few days before Mr. 
Couture was ready to start back to the 
Const. The 'Robertson parly had decid- 
edly hard luck, lor though they started 
out well equipped they finished their 
journey stripped of all their belongings. 
After they struck the Porcupine river 
they started out in a boat and by mis- 
chance this upset niul all their outfit was 
lost. After great hardships they man- 
aged to get to Fort Yukon and from 
there got a passage to Dawson on the 
Weare. They consequently have not a 
very high opinion of the overland route 
from Edmonton. A good many other 
people started out from Edmonton about 

the same time hut none of them had 

reached Dawson when Mr. Couture left. 

Some of them intended prospecting ou 
the way. 

Mr. Couture said he would not venture 
to state what the passengers on the Uo- 
nnoke brought out in the way of gold 
as it was impossible for him to find out. 
It was his opinion, however, that the 
Caroline will bring out more than auy 
vessel that has yet arrived and among 
the passengers there are thirty French 
Canadians, all of whom have made 
money and are bringing out the dust 
with lliem. Mr. Couture says there is 
yet an immense quantity of gold at 
Dawson awaiting transportation and he 
considers the estimate of output of 
eight millions fur the year far too small. 

'•The government alone will send out 
a million dollars this year," remarked 
Mr. Couture, from royalties and other 
collections. In one single trip on May 
Hi! the collection for royalties were 
$00,000. 

The scarcity of water, he says, is re- 
sponsible for the wash up so far not 
being even bigger than it has been this 
summer. Some of the mines have big 
dumps and the owners are waiting a 
chance to get enough water to clean 
up. The whole country, he describes as 
underlaid with gold, hut as he adds, "It 
is hard to get owing to the hardships to 
he undergone." 

Asked as to what quantity of gold 
lie had himself, Mr. Couture said with 
it shrug of his shoulders and a smile: 
"I have a little, but what is a few 
thousand dollars?" 

Mr. Couture sounds again a note of 
warning to intending prospectors, say- 
ing it is a big mistake for men not 
prepared to stand very severe hardships 
to make the venture into the northern 
gold country. 

He has a very high opinion of Do- 
minion creek, which will he, he says, one 
of the best in the Yukon, even richer 
than El Dorado or Bonanza. The gov- 
ernment has a reserve on fifty or sixty 
claims on Dominion which had been 
staked our' previously, hut not recorded, 
and these reserved claims ought to turn 
out to be very valuable properties. Mr. 
Coul tire owns a claim No. (< on McDon- 
ald's gulch, which strikes into Domin- 
ion. Speaking of Big Alex. McDonald, 
Mr. Couture says that that lucky mine 
owner has given $30,000 for a. Roman 
Catholic church at Dawson. That large 
a mount of money does not go very far 
in Dawson when it is considered that 
•each, log is worth $5 apiece, while 
lumber is $i$00 a thousand. Mr. Couture 
Soft this morning for Edmonton for his 
sojl and the two will start again for 
Dawson shortly. 

Victor Dodd, inspector of licenses at 
Dawson; John Baker, of Victoria, and 
a number of Nanaimo men who came 
down on the Roanoke, arrived from the 
Sound yesterday morning, the Nanaimo 
men leaving for home on the forenoon 
train.

What makes the district a more 
than ordinary promising one is its char- 
acter of ore which can be worked at a 
quarter of the expense it can be worked 
at elsewhere. All the falitles which wood 
and water afford are unsurpassed and 
the notable way in which improvement 
work has gone on indicates in itself the 
advantages of the camp. It is owned 
principally by Britishers representing in 
manv cases big British corporations. 
The best, developed mine at present is 
the Ymir. This bus been sunk to a 
depth of 250 feet and shows extensive 
drifts and crosscuts, its basis being iron, 
galena and iron sulphite with some zinc. 
All metals carry gold and the ores as a 
class run from $15 to $30 per ton on 
the average.

The annexation ot the Hawaiian Is- 
lands, which, as the president recently 
stated, is expected to occur before the lth 
of July, will add to our national domain 
5,000 square miles of area, but a group 
of the most beautiful islands of the P:i- 
eific. Uncle Sam's list of big things, the 
greatest things in the world, in fact, is 
already long, but by this annexation it 
will be increased, foi tho United States 
will then possess the largest active vol- 
cano in the world. 

The Hawniinnti are volcanic islands, 
and considered with reference to their ac- 
tual height from the bottom of the sen, 
are the loftiest mountains in the world. 
They are, in fact, mountains beneath, as 
well as above the ocean. The Pacific 
in their vicinity is about 18,0(10 feet deep, 
and as the islands rise nearly 15,000 feet 
above the sea, the Hawaiian group is it 
cluster of mountains about 33,000 feet in 
height. By the side of these stupendous 
masses of land the Rocky mnountaina 
dwindle almost into insignificance. Few 
of the peaks among the Rockies exceed 
10,000 feet in height, yet the Hawaiians 
are three times that height. From the 
ocean bed to the tip of AInuna Loa is it 
distance as great or greater than that 
from the sen level to the topmost peak of 
Mount Everest or Kinehinjungn. But 
Everest and KInchlnjunga do not rise 
from the sea level, but from the loftiest 
plateau in the world, thus the Hawaiians 
nre more than one-third higher than eith- 
er of the great peaks cited in the geo- 
graphies as the loftiest on the globe. 

The geological history of the islands is 
ensily read in their rocks. Ages and 
ages before the megatherium, the plesio- 
simriis and ichthyosaurus was born, the 
part of the earth's crust, lying immedi- 
ately under this portion of the Pacific 
was thinner than elsewhere, and ns the 
earth cooled nnd contracted, the confined 
gases and steam accumulated, stored up 
greater force with every additional pound 
of pressure until finally there was an ex- 
plosion the like of which was never 
known on earth since its crust began to 
cool, and for an area of over 10,000 
square miles the artist was thrown up 
like a sheet of ice would be from an ex- 
plosion of a charge of gunpowder beneath 
the surrounding crust closed in, and the 
immense muss of debris remained, only 
a pimple on the earth's surface, but large 
enough to constitute the islands. 

Time rolled on, as it has a habit of do- 
ing, and whether spontaneously of by cre- 
ation the scientists and theologians may 
be left to settle among themselves, but in 
one way or the other vegetation appeared 
then came animals, finally shipwrecked 
or storm-driven human being from other 
islands or continents found a refuge ou 
the group, and the islands became the 
home of a portion of the human race. 
Thus the sides of the volcanoes were cov- 
ered with vegetation, were cultivated, and 
supplied food for thousands of JIuwaii 
people. But the mountains did not 
cease to be volcanoes; the internal fires 
which caused the first greut explosion 
still burned fiercely, and must have a 
vent, so that the volcano is ns familiar a 
feature of Hawaiian scenery as the wind; 
mill In Holland. 

There are volcanoes everywhere in the 
Hawaiians, the entire group being of vol- 
canic origin, evidences of activity are 



ture on the globe. While it is always 
active, there are certain periods when the 
internal lires cause the lava to boll over. 
Premonitory symptoms indicate coming 
of an eruption. Ordinarily the lava sur- 
face lies from 1,200 to 1,000 feet below 
the surrounding crater, but when an er- 
uption is near at hanu little by little the 
lava creeps until within 000 or 700 feet 
of the rim; then comes an explosion, 
tlte lnva boils over and runs off down the 
side of the mountain. This is its usual 
course, but on several occasions Kilauea 
has diversified matters by sending off its 
lava underground, the intense heat melt- 
ing the stones of the island, and the cur- 
rent of lava thus Sowing off, sometimes 
for 11 or 15 miles ere it forces its way 
to the surface. After it does s 
course is exactly that of other lava Hows, 
sweeping onward in a resistless stream, 
devouring everything in its pathway, 
and finally pouring into the sea, sending 
up as it does so clouds of steam, which 
continues to rise sometimes for months 
after the eruption has ceased. Many no- 
table eruptions of Kilauea have occurred, 
but the greatest of all since the island 
was known to Europeans was that of 
1S-10, when a lava stream forced its way 
underground for 27 miles, then appeared 
upon the surface and travelled 13 miles 
further, finally pouring into the sea. The 
const wits extended for a quarter of a 
mile; the stream flowed for three weeks, 
nnd varied in width from 500 yards to 
three miles, and in depth from 50 to 
200 feet, according to the ground. It 
was estimated that the amount of lava 
poured out on this occasion was .15, 400, 
000,000 cubic feet, an amount which 
would build Vesuvius and leave mater- 
ial to spare. 

Mauna Uon, 10 miles from Kilauea, 
has a terminal crater 1-1,000 feet above 
the sea and 8,000 feet, in diameter. Mau- 
na lias an individuality of its own, for 
while Kilauea furnishes a quiet tlow of 
cosmic material, Mauna exhibits lire- 
works. During eruptions of this gigan- 
tic mountain fountains of lire play from 
its summit, jets of molten lava, flashing 
with every color of the rainbow, spouts 
from 200 to 500 feet in the air. In 1850 
there was such a display, the lava foun- 
tain, a gigantic stream, playing continu- 
ously for several days and illuminating 
the horizon to it distance much further 
than tile mountain was itself visible. 

The eruptions of Mauna Loa and Kil- 
auea sometimes occur contemporaneously 
and sometimes one is quiescent while the 
other is active. Underground lava Hows 
have been credited to Mauna Loa which 
properly belongs to Kiln tie. So the 
great How of 1808, which travelled un- 
derground, charring the surface wherever 
it went, may have come from Kilauea as 
well as from Mauna Loa. Each has 
made substantial additions to the area of 
Hawaii, for at a score of points along 
the coast tho lava cliffs and twisted 
streams of molton stone appear in the 
soa far beyond the normal line of* the 
shore. 

Tremendous as are the activities of the 
two great volcanoes in Hawaii, there in 
evidence of a much greater force in the 
prist, for the islands contain not only the 
largest active crater in the world, but 
the greatest extinct chimney, flint of 
Mount Haleakaln, the rim of which is 
over 10,000 feet high, and the crater it- 
self over 27 miles in circumference and 
, 200 feet in depth. Vesuvius might be 

n ver absent An authority on scientific set down in the crater of Haleakala, 



matters says there are over 300 active 
craters on the islands, and disused chim- 
neys of nature are so numerous as to at- 
tract no attention. There nre literally 
thousands of them. They are found in 
the most unexpected places. Plunging 
through the undergrowth of a tropical 
forest, the traveller suddenly feels his 
foot descending a yard further than it 
ought, makes an investigation and finds 
be has stepped into a rounded hole in 
the rock, an extinct crater. Lava is 
everywhere present; tlist integrated lnva. 
thrown out 'ages ago, which ahs become 
pulverized and constitutes the richest 
soil; black, hard lava, which flowed out 
during eruptions, 50, 00, 100 years ago, 
nud is still fresh; warm lnva, which so 
recently tlowed that its internal heat re- 
mains. So little respect have the natives 
for their volcanoes , to such an extent 
does familiarity breed contempt, that 
even the lava which is hardly cooled 
is utilized by the fanners. They spread 
over it a little soil, then sow their crops, 
and in due time reap their harvest. 

Mauna Loa nnd Kilauea are often eon- 
founded, many persons supposing that 
the two are names of the same mountain- 
tain, or that one is si special name appli- 
ed to tho crater of the other. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the two are quite distinct, 
although they are but If! miles apart, 
and are probably but different vents 
for tho same internal fire. Kilauea is 
much lower than Mauna Lon. The lat- 
ter is one of the loftiest mountains on 
the globe, being about 1-1, 001) feet above 
the level of the sea, while the former is 
scarcely 5,000 feet, and quite a distinct 
elevation from the famous mountain 
which forms the most noted landmark 
in the world. Mauna Loa lifts its head 
above the region of vegetation .and oven 
under a tropical sun is covered with per- 
petual snow. Its white top. sometimes 
mistaken by mariners for a cloud, can be 
seen at sea a distance of 150 miles. Hum- 
boldt says that it is the best illustration 
in the world of the visibility of a moun- 
tain. Kilauea, on the contrary, is merely 
it hill by the side of Mauna Loa, but has 
a crater which for sn.e exceeds anything 
of the kind elsewhere in the forld. 

It is a pit of everlasting fire, a lake of 
lava where the bubbling and boiling, 
the hissing of escaping jets of steam, 
and the explosions which throw frag- 
ments of the surface' high into the air 
never cease for n moment. It is eight 
miles in circumference and nearly four in 
its largest diameter, a distance exceed- 
ing that from the river in St. Louis to 
♦ho eastern line of Forest Park. Half 
the city of St. Louis could be sot down 
in the crater of Kilauea, and over this 
vast extent sulphurous jets of blue 
flame arc constantly playing. The mis- 
sionaries with their stories of the fire 
thnt never is quenched, of the lake which 
burnetii, with lire and brimstone bore no 
news to the Hawaiiuns; they know all 
about that fire and that lake' and had n 
theory of their own that wlieu a bad 
Hawaiian died he was taken at once to 
the crater of Kilauea and chucked be- 
neath the lava. crust, and there was not 
wanting native priests to enourago the 
belief and Hawaiian saints who, like 
the hermit of Mount Etna, beheld' the 
souls of men transported by demons 
down into the fiery dcpllld. 



and the tip of the famous Italian volcano 
would not appear above the rim. Strom- 
boli might, be added, arid still the sum- 
mit of the latter would hardly be visible. 
This great extinct volcano is three times 
the size of Etna, and when it was in ac- 
tive operation must have furnished erup- 
tions and explosions compared wi|rJi 
which that of Krakatoa, the most tre- 
mendous on record, was but a trifle. 

When the Hawaiians are added to the 
United States territory the volcanoes will 
undoubtedly become a great attraction to 
tourists. Kilauea is reached from Hilo, 
40 miles distant. The assent is not diffi- 
cult, and the crater is easily descended, 
so that parties of tourists with very lit- 
tle danger can go down to tho edge of the 
lava beds and warm their lunches. 
Mauna Loa is not so easy to climb. Its 
ascent, indeed, is quite a feat, which 
none but athletes attempt; but, still, the 
famous volcano has been often ascended, 
and in the future climbing the two vol- 
canoes of our new possessions will be- 
come a favorite amusement with Amer- 
ican tourists. We now have in the Uni- 
ted States 10 active, but little known, 
volcanoes, mostly small and comparative- 
ly uninteresting, but; with Mauna. Loa. 
Kilauea and Mall Ma'i, Uncle Sam will 
be as great in his volcanoes as in his 
lakes, rivers and wheat crop.

COLONEL BAKER RETURNS. 

Minister of Education Arrives Homo 
From His Successful Campaign. 

Hon. James Baker, provincial secretary 
nnd minister of education, returned from 
his successful political campaign in 
Kooteuay yesterday morning, arriving 
by the City of Kingston from Seattle. 
Col. Baker's constituency, the south rid- 
ing of East Kooteuay, is well known as 
being one which from its size and want 
of means of railway facilities is one of 
the most exacting on the strength of any 
candidate during an exciting political 
campaign, and although Col. Bnker is by 
no means a young man, he litis, to judge 
from appearances, gone through the hard 
work without any ill effects other than 
the incidental fatigue. Owing to the fact 
that the campaign of the opposition in 
bis district bus been carried on against 
Col. Baker on purely local affairs — that 
■of rival towusites mainly— the just return- 
ed minister finds great capse for congra- 
tulation that he succeeded in retaining;- 
his seat as by far the largest, proportion 
of the votes in the entire constituency 
are located at Fort Steele, which is the 
I t adquurters of the local opposition. 
When seen by a Ciiionist reporter hist 
evening Col. Baker said: 

"The political campaign just closed has 
been the most, unique in my experience. 
Politics absolutely cut no figure in it 
whatever, the election having been run 
by the opposition on strictly local issues. 
About two-thirds of the votc-s emanated 
from Fort Steele, which towasite is own- 
ed by R. .L. Gullbraith, who formerly rep- 
resented Kooteuay in the local house in 
the opposition interests. The object of 
the people of that town was to secure n 
Fort Steele candidate in order, as they 
erroneously imagined, to obtain for their 
town better consideration than their 
rivals — the towns of Craubrook, Ward- 
uer and other places. 

"As about 207 of the voters in illy dis- 
tricts reside in Fort Steele, while the re- 
mainder numbering less than 120, my 
chances for election would have been 
exceedingly small had Uie Fort Steele 
vote been solid, but I won by 15 votes, 
while the five spoilt ballots were also 
marked for me.

Ward- 
ner voted solid for me us did also the 
town at Coal creek, wnile Cranbrook and 
Moyie City gave me staunch support, All 
my ammunition in the shape of political 
powder was entirely wns'ted as it fell up- 
on deaf ears. Mr. Gallbraith in n speech 
delivered the evening before polling day 
acknowledged that Mr. Baillie was not 
his choice, but. said at the sumo time ho 
would support him, and called upon Fort 
Steele to remember on voting day they 
had to vote for their hearths and their 
homes and to vote for Fort Steele am* 
nothing else. The dejection of the oppo- 
sition party when the poll was declared 
was very marked, they having calculated; 
with absolute certainty of defeating me- 
and there was the usual talk of protests. 
But for my part I am confident that 
there is not the slightest cause for pro- 
test whatever. The election was rum 
fairly and squarely against tremendous 
odds and a large number of the Btaunch- 
est supporters of the opposition came to» 
me and told me that personally they 
had absolutely nothing agniust me as a. 
representative, on the contrary, that I 
hud always done well for the district, 
but they had felt bound to vote for any 
Fort Steele candidate. 

"The district contains an area of about 
15,000 square miles which had to be cov- 
ered by means of horse and wagon bo- 
that the campaign was no light work. I 
am happy to say that the whole district 
is in a very nourishing shite. The Crow's 
Nest railway will be running as far as' 
Kootenny lake by the end of September. 
Many valuable mineral prospects of cop- 
per and lead, containing gold and silver,, 
are being discovered all over the district 
and there is every reason to believe that 
as soon ns transport facilities are avail- 
able capital will be forthcoming to de- 
velop tiieso properties. Unfortunately 
during the campaign the telegraph lines 
were down and we had no means of com- 
munication with the outside world, and 
as a consequence all kinds of false re- 
ports were being circulated."

Baltimore sailed he was transferred to 
rthat vessel. A literal translation of the 
'•Spanish newspapor account follows: 

When the enemy's squadron was sight- 
led in a. perfect line of battle through the 
■cloudy of -misty dawn on the morning of 
•the 1st of iMay, -gloom and surprise were 
.general among the people of Manila. At 
last those ships had strained their bold- 
ness to the. point Of appearing on our 

• coasts and defying our batteries, which 
showed more courage and valor than ef- 

■ ft-et when they opened lire on the squad- 
ron. It needs something more than 

.courage to make projectiles penetrate — 
indeed, it does! 
•EVERY MAN TO HIS STATION. 
-The inequality of our batteries when 
.compared with those of the squadron 
which. alarmed the inhabitants o£ Manila 
.at 5 in the morning was enough (o trans- 
form the. tranquil character of our trop- 
ical temperament. 

When ladies uud children in carriages 

• or on foot tied in fright to seek refuge 
.iti the outlying suburbs and adjacent vil- 
lages around the capital from danger 

.multiplied by their imagination, every 
.man from the stately personage to the 
.most humble workman, merchants and 
mechanics, Spaniards and natives, sol 

• diers and civilians, all, we repeat, sought 
their stations and put on their anus, con- 
fident that never should the enemy land 
-iu Manila unless he passed over their 
^corpses. Vet from the lirst moment th 
.strength of the enemy's armor and th 
.power' ot his guns demonstrated their 

shjps were invulnerable to our energies 
.and -our. armaments, the hostile squadron 
would never have entered our bay had 
not its surety been guaranteed by its 
.manifest superiority. 
SPECTATORS AND OBSERVERS 
The city walls, the church towers, the 
roofs of high buildings, and all places 
convenient for observation were occupied 
by those who were not retained by their 
military duties within the walls, on the 
bridges, or tit. the advance posts. The 
slightest details of the enemy's ships 
were eagerly noted as they advanced 
toward Cavite in a line parallel with the 
beaches of Manila as though they bad 
.just come out of the Pasig river. There 
were no gaps in the line, but the curious 
.public hardly realized the disparity be- 

■ tveen their great guns and the guns 
.mounted on our fortifications. Some had 
glasses and others were without, but all 
seemed to devour with their eyes these 
strangers, who, while* brave, were not 
called upon to show their courage since 
the range of their guns and the weakness 

■ of our batteries enabled them to preserve 
their impunity while doing us as much 
barm as they pleased. 

.REMARKS OF THE PEOPLE. 
All who appreciated the impunity with 
.which the hostile ships manoeuvred as if 

■ on u harmless parade, were full of such 
rage and desperaiton as belongs to the 
brave man who can make no use of his 

■ courage, to whom remains no remedy ex- 
cept an honorable death rather than a 
cowardly inactivity. 

A soldier of the First battalion of Cr/.- 
ndores .gazed at the squadron sweeping 

■ over the waters out of reach of our bat- 
teries, looked out at the ships and then 
toward heaven, saying: "If the Holy 
Mary would turn that sea into land the 
Yankees would find out we can charge 
in double time." And a crouching un- 
til e, nlHl'illg lit (hi- chip;-, said. ".lust 
let them coo-e ashore and give us a 
whack at .them." 

On they stood, at full speed, in column 
of battle, heading for Cavite with the de- 
cision due to a sense of safety and a 
firm assurance of success. 

THE EIGHT AS SEEN FROM 
MAN1 LA. 

For more than an hour and a half the 
bombardment held in suspense those 
whose souls followed the unequal strug- 
gle, in which the Spanish ships went 
■down with their glorious banners Hying. 

What was going on in the waters of 
Cavite'.' From Manila we saw through 
our glasses the two squadrons almost 
mingling together in clouds of smoke. 
This was not far from triumph for our 
side, considering the weakness of our 
batteries. For, once alongside the en- 
emy, the cry of "Boarders away!" and 
the Hash of cold steel might have enab- 
led our devoted seamen to distribute 
.calm in which watches and instruments 
were regulating and directing those en- 
gines or destruction. In the blindness of 
■our rage, bow should we paint the he 
roie deeds, the prowess, the waves of 
valor which burst forth from our men- 
.of-war? 

Those who fought beneath the Span- 
ish Hag bore themselves like men, as 
chosen sons of our native land who never 
measure forces, nor .yield to superior 
force in the hands of an enemy; who 
would rather die without ships than live 
in ships which have surrendered. 

To name those who distinguished 
themselves in battle would requite the 
publication of the entire muster rolls of 
our ships, from captain to eabinboy. To 
these victorious seamen of ours we offer 
our congratulations; laurels for the liv- 
ing; prayers for the dead; for all. our 
deepest gratitude. 

Since we cannot reconstruct the bloody 
scene Which was exhibited last Sun- 
day in the waters of Cavite, we will not 
attempt, description, which would only 
be a pale shadow of great deeds deserv- 
ing a perpetual place in the pages of his- 
tory. 

When the hostile squadron turned to- 
ward Cavite, the crew of the steamer— 
Is! a de Mindanao— heard the drums 
boating to quarters, and answered with 
enthusiasm, the three rounds of cheers 
for the King, for the Queen and for 
Spain, which echoed along the line. 

Later, until quarter of live, absolute 
silence reigned. Everthing was ready. 
The idea of death was lost: in ardor for 
the fray and every eye was fixed on the 
battle Hags waving at our mastheads. In 
perfect and majestic order why should 
we deiiv this? the nine (six) Yankee 
ships advanced Iti buttle- array, lhe 
Olymplu, bearing the admiral's flog, ted 



the column, followei \ by the other ships, 
steaming at full s^eed into Cavite. The 
Olympia opened lire and iu an instant 
came reply frowj the battery on the mole 
which kept o'j firing at live-minute in- 
tervals, wbi'.e the ironclad shaped her 
course for fine Heiuu Christina and Cas- 
tilla. Into, both of these ships she pour- 
ed u steady and rapid fire, seconded by| 
the ship Baltimore, which followed in' 
her waUe. Another ship which directed 
a heavy lire on our line was the Balti- 
more., and so the cannonade went on un- 
til rjuarter of eight. At that moment 
the Don Juan do Austria advanced 
against the enemy intending to board the 
Ivlympia and if a tremendous broadside 
'mid not stopped her self-devoted charge 
both ships might perhaps have been 
sunk to the bottom. ThcQpaptain of the 
Heinu Christina seeing that the resolute 
attempt of his consort had failed, ad- 
vanced at full speed until within about 
200 yards .of the (■•lynipia, aiming to at- 
tack ker, then -a -shower of projectiles 
swept the .bridge. mid deck filling the ship 
with dead and wouuded. 

Heroes sand martyrs whom the nation 
will remember as long as it endures. 

A dense column of smoke from the 
bow compartment showed that an incen- 
diary projectile, such as the law of God 
and .man prohibits, had set lire to the 
cruiser. The ship, still keeping up her 
fire on the enemy, withdrew toward the 
arsenal, where she was sunk to keep her 
from falling into the hands of the Van 
koes. The desperation of the men of tin 
Keina Christina, seeing that the resolute 
attempt to their own ship had failed, 
was aggravated by the sight of the Cas- 
tilla also in a blaze, from a similar use 
■of incendiary projectiles. 

'ihci principal ships of our little squadron 
lloivlag thus been put out of action, the 
Yankee 1 vessels, some of tliem badly crip 
.pled by the tiro of our ships and tlio bat 
K lies of Port Stunglcy, stood out toward 
Ma rive! es and tlio- entrance ot the bay, 
ceasing their lire aid occupying themselves 
In repairing Injuries until 10 o'clock, when 
they began a second attack to complete 
tlielr work of destruction. 

la tins second assault the Are at the ar- 
senal was extinguished, and they continued 
to ■ oiuinoundo the blazing gunboats. One 
gunboat, which seemeij to have nothing 
more venturesome to undertake, detached 
herself, from the squadron und set to work 
t»i riddle the mail steamer Isla de Minda- 
nao. 

Now that the ships were !n names, the 
admiral, Senor Montojo, who lii'd shown his 
flag as long as there was n vessel atloat, 
lauded, and hostilities ceased. The only 
Spanish ship which had not been destroyed 
by .'Are or the enemies projectiles sank her- 
self, so that she could In no wise be taken. 

Hueli In broad outlines, which we cannot 
correct at this moment, was the naval bat- 
tle of Cavite, In which the last glimpse of 
our squadron showed the Spanish Hag. A 
thousand sensational details have reached 
us, which we would produce gladly If our 
pen would serve for anything except to 
slug the glory of these martyrs of the 
nation.

BATTERIES. 
The gunners of the batteries defending 
.Manila and Cavite showed the hlRhnPt de- 
gree of energy and heroism Every one 
applauds these brave artillerymen, Who, by 
luclr calmness and skill, did all that was 
possible with the guns assigned to them,, 
allowing for their deficiencies and Imper- 
fections. 

lhe battery that did the most harm to 
the enemy was the one on Point Stangley, 
made up of Hontorla guns. From one of 
these guns came the shot which the Boston 
received, while four ships which had alto- 
gether 05 guns were pouring Mielr fires on 
this battery to reduce It to silence, one gun 
having been crippled; the other k-?pt on 
llr'ng whenever dnmnge could be done, and 
nvoldli g waste of ammunition. To one of 
lis shots Is attributed the hurt which turu- 
ed the Baltimore from the fight. This gun 
in list nave greatly annoyed the Yankees, to 
Jedge by the effort they ninde to silence It* 
following It up until six gunners had been 
killed and four wounded. On this account 
It IR proposed to demand the bestowal of 
the laurel wreathed cress of San Fernando 
to the valiant gunners who served In this 
battery. The Lutenn battery at Manila, 
which assailed the Yankee ships with much 
vigor, was the object of the enrmy'n special 
attention as ho stood past the fortifications 
nf Manila, heading for Cavite. 

Guns were also mounted at the entrance 
nf the bay of Corregldor and Caballo is- 
lands, on El Fralle rock, on the south shore 
at Point Restlnga, and at Mnrivpls, Ponta 
G<>rcla, and Point Lnslsl, on the north 
shore. The guns of Corregldor were of 
nnom six-inch calibre. Similar guns were 
mounted on the rock ud or. Point Res- 
tlnga. The other batteries had guns of 
smaller calibre and shorter range. 

KIND TREATMENT. 

The SpanlJ-h Club, ever enrnest In reme- 
dying misfortune, gave liberal help to tbe 
lefugecr. who survived from our ships. 
Doubtless the civil commission has arrang- 
ed to secure supplies for the city, but It Is 
certain that since Sunday there hns been n 
groat scarcity of everything, and sproulat 
crs have got what prices thev cared to ask 
foi articles of prime necessity. 

Already people are growing calmer, and 
the shops are open, and It Is to lie expected 
that Manila will go resuming her usual anl 
inutJoD. 

The great masses of the rural population 
of lhe Philippines, -is well as the leaders of 
tbe nntion. hnve responded like loyal sour 
cf Spain, sharing our pains and asslsfng in 
our labors. The admiral, Senor Montojo, 
has received a tel.gram of congratulation 
from the minister of marine, who. In his 
own name and In the name of the Queen of 
Spain, felicitates the navy of this archipel- 
ago for gallant behavior on the day of Ca- 
vite. Those are the terms of the telegram 
referred to: " Honor and glory to the 
Spanish fleet which fought so herolcnlly In 
the hay."

Why is this? Because they do not pro- 
duce anything which they can ex 
change for what other men produce, con- 
sequently nil that they possess is so much 
taken from the men who do work and 
produce something. 

Now, sir, 1 will try to show that my 
statement is correct, and that before any 
great improvement can take place, a 
radical change must be made in the land 
laws of lhe province. These remarks ai>- 
pjy to the Mainland us well as to Van- 
couver Island. 

In these remarks I shall take no 
count of municipal matters, which, while 
they have some bearing on taxation, still 
do "not affect the general working of pro 
vincial affairs, but will confine myself to 
the effect of the existing land policy out 
side municipalities. 

In the lirst place lhe reserves for rail 
way and other purpvued hinder settle 
ment. Why, iu the name of common 
sense, should a reserve be put on the 
best land in the province? Does not the 
government retain lhe right of eminent 
domain? If not, why not'; If it does, 
then there is no reason why a settler 
should not be able to go any when 
this province and pick out of the unoc- 
cupied lands UH much as he needs. Then 
when a railroad is built, the people are 
there to use it. 

As an instance of the hindrance to set 
t lenient, take the reserves nt the head 01 
Bute Inlet. I am informed that tin 
Iloinathco valley is in the hands of spec 
ulators, 50,000 acres being in the hands 
of one company. Then there is tin 
Southgate river valley in the same con- 
dition (see government report, crown 
lands surveys, 1805, page 765). Iu oth 
er places it in the same, wherever there 
.is a prospect of a railroad, etc. 1 would 
like to ask how is an actual settler to 
get a piece of land which is available to 
a market, cither by railroad or steam- 
boat'.' So far as I can see, he cannot do 
this, unless he pays down to the "other 
fellow" a speculative value for his land 
otherwise, lie can go into regions practi 
cally unknown or undesirable, or elst 
slay in a town und help to swell the purse 
of the city landlord and the ranks 
the unemployed, I defy any one to find 
unoccupied bind anywhere near a town 
in this province, which isn't claimed by 
some one and the price of which will not 
deter him from bis purpose. 

Then look at the monopolisation of 
land by men who take up land in small 
tracts," situ |ily fur speculation, thereby 
forcing actual settlers ..n-incr away and 
causing a tremendous expense for roadf 
and schools, which could be avoided i! 
speculation in land were made impossible 
As I have no statistics relating to cost 
of' roads, I will leave that item and just 
show that as n result of bad land laws 
and unjust, taxation, we, who are actual 
ly using land for which we are taxed, 
have to pay much more for education 
than we otherwise would. Looking at the 
report of the public schools for 1895- 
1S96, we find 07 schools in which tin 
cost per pupil on the actual attendance 
is over $50 per annum. There are three 
schools in which the cost is $92.73, S8o.il 
und $80.93 respectively, many more are 
over $60 and !?70 per capita. Now, if 
the unused land near a town were oc- 
cupied by actual settlers, the children 
would be educated at a cost, not greatly 
in excess of that in municipalities, there- 
by relieving the taxpayers of the pay- 
ment of a great amount of money which 
could be better applied to further de- 
velopment in the way of road making, 
etc. 

With regard to the encouragement of 
the prospective settlor, after he has 
read all the inducements iu the reports 
circulated by the government, what does 
he find on his arrival in the province'.' 
All the best available land in the hands 
of speculators; if he wants to get mar- 
ried, he is fined $3 for the offence, if he 
builds a house, lie is lined for that every 
year, though by doing so be has given 
employment to all kinds of workmen; if 
he buys u new wagon, raises cattle, 
sheep, bogs or in any way increases the 
wealth of the country, be is lined every 
year for that also; while the owner of 
"the next piece of agricultural land, who 
may not even live in the province, is 
taxed only n small amount, though the 
value of his land is increased by the 
presence of the settler on the next place. 

1 would suggest us a means of encour- 
aging the settlement of this country 
that the government repeal all laws hill- 
ing reference to taxation of personal 
property unci improvements on real 
tate. Also that all taxes be raised from 
It: nJ values, for instaj.ee, if I own a piece 
of land on which 1 am taxed 315 and al- 
so pay $3 revenue tux, let the owner of 
the adjoining place pay 1111 equal sum, 
then we shall have something like equal: 
ity and !i system which would encour- 
age working men and discourage the land 
speculator. I think also that the assess- 
ment list iu each district should bo 
printed and a copy sent to each taxpayer 
in that district. 

With regard to the transportation ques- 
tion, I think that a trunk road should 
be run Xroni one end of the country to 
the other. If this road were made wide 
enough it set of mils could be laid and 
this railroad could he thrown open to any 
company to run its rolling stock on; 
this would tend to put rates on a fair ba- 
sis and no company iwum uare to raise 
freight rates und fares to an exorbitant 
figure, or it would Immediately bring 
about competition from sonic other com- 
pany. The other half of the road, separ- 
ated by a fence, could be utilised us a 
wagon' road. Then us population in- 
creased, brunch lines Into the fertile val- 



leys could be built and run on the same 
basis. 

In conclusion, let us have u land policy 
which will give every man an equal 
hiince in life; if any one gels a special 
privilege, he should pay a sum equiva- 
lent to tile benefit received. 

In this way only can justice be done 
and then only will the vast resources of 
this province he developed; every man 
coming here will bring his appetite and 
desires witli him, so that every branch 

f business will prosper and no seel ion 
of the community will be benefited at the 
expense of another. 

This proposition may jo some seem the- 
oretical and impracticable, hut I may say 
that taxation on these lines is coming in- 
to force in New South Wales and New 
Zealand. We know tli.it taxation in the 
old way is a failure, so far as justice 
between mail and man is concerned; its 
effect is to divide men into classes, which 
should be avoided. Under the plan 1 
propose,, there would be no millionaires 
by reason of speculation iu land or the 
granting of special privileges, but prob- 
ably we could "worry" along without 
them. 

1 might also mention that every in- 
crease in population is worth to the 
province SO cents per year from the Do- 
minion government. Xo land held for 
speculation brings in anything from this 
source, lint witli the encouragement of 
married settlers, our infant industry 
would be a constant, and increasing 
source of income. 

Apologising for the length of these" re- 
marks and boiling that they may lead 
to some legislation which will tend to 
make this province tin? happy home of 
millions of people, I am yours,
